THE WEEPING MAGDALENS. 

A wemarkable feature of the scare is that 
the disreputable honses are entirely de- 
serted, and the inmates were on the streets 
praying for mercy and forgiveness. The 
Augusta people find it impossible to under- 
stand how the Atlanta people treat the earth- 
geake so lightly. The trath is, an Atlantian 


cannot appreciate the absolute terror of the 


situation until! he reaches Augusta, which 
may bo said to set on the outer edge of the re- 
gion where the earthquake is not only :eri- 
ous, but altogether the most awfal experisace 
of the century. 

There are negro prayer meetings going on 
night and day, and the religious enthusiasm 
of these people amounts almost to frenzy. The 
shock of last night in Augusta is said to have 
been about one-tenth as heavy as that of Taes- 
day night. From parties who were in Atlanta 
Tuescay night, I leafn that the shocks of 
Wednesday night here were quite as severe as 
the Atlanta shock. In the room wccupied by 
Captain Howell, at the Planters’, I found the 
floor sprinkled with plastering, which had 

een shaken down during the night. He said 
the repeated shocks of last night. were severer 
than anything he felt in Atlanta. 

A negro drayman slept.all night in his dray. 
He said he had measured the houses and knew 
they could not fall as far ashe was. This be- 
came popular before morning. A long line of 
wagons was drawn up in the center of the 
streets, and filled with sleeping people. Two 
hundred persons spent the night in the grave- 

ard. 

. THE ROAD TO CHARLESTON. 

It is impossible to learn anything definite 
here about getting to Charleston. The rail- 
road seems to be under the general paralysis, 
The ocflicials know nothing and say less, 
Large sumsof money are offered for transpor- 
tation to Charleston, but avail nothing. Peo: 
ple have gone out in carriages to the various 
breaks on the various roads, only to be turned 
back. The trouble is there are so many 
breaks on the roads into Charleston that 
transfers cannot be made. Attempts have 
becn made to get to Beaufort, and hire a tug 
there, but unavailing, No tugs will venture 
out to sea while the earthquakes are around, 
The road from Yemassee to Charles- 
ton is completely blocked. It is 
said the road bed has sunk several feet and 
thatthe beathas expanded and misplaced 
the rails. The demand for transportation to 
Charleston is overwhelming, but no passenger 
has yet gone through. Superintendent Bren: 
ner, of the Western Union, has been along the 
line of the South Carolina road for two days, 
and has not yet reached Charleston. 

BY HORSE TO.WANGLEY’S POND. = 

Tn respon to my telegram, Mr: J. H. Av- 
erill, master of transportation ofthe South 
Carolina road, has just wired: 

“If yon can reach Langley by horse, I will have 
anengine tomeet youthere and get you into 
Charieston, if possible.’’ 

Mr. Newt Heggie is now tying up four hand- 
scme grays, and says he will get us to Langley 
intwo hours. He agrees to take five peo- 
ple, as follows: Captain E. P. Howell,Mr, C. A. 
Collier, Mr. A. I. Branham, Mr.S8. Cohen and 
your correspondent. His team is now at the 
door. Alarge crowd has gathered to see us 
off. We make the start, but when we will 
reach Charleston no one can tell, or when we 
will reach a telegraph office. The wreckage 
along the road is desperate, and it will not be 
open for traffic in a week. Whenever we do 
go into Charleston, we will be the very first 


persens that have gone into that city from the 


outside world since the break.

ON TO CH ARLESTON. 


The Wreck at Langley Pond---Strange 
Scenes Along the Way. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C, September 2.--[Special 
Telegram by H. W. G.|—Onat in the country 
from Augusta the signs of the earthquake were 
not abated. Even the negro cabins had lost 
their occupants, and picapinnies on mattrasses 
spread under the big trees were abundant. 
The first signs of the convulsion that were 
writ on the earth were found at Langley mills, 
There a remarkable scene was unfolded, 
Langley pond was a bare waste. Several 
hundred acres of pond area were bare, the 
pools being filled with operatives and country 
people catching fish. (On the near shore a 
hotel of pine bushes bad been extemporized, 
and heaps of pan fieb, corn dodgers and vine- 
gar sauce made a menu that filled all out of 
doors with an appetizing odor. 

THE EARTH WRENCHED ASUNDER. 

The Langley pond, the pride of this section, 
was gone, and the forest for a half mile below 
looked as if a cyclone had torn through them. 
This dam cost $50,000. It was about 400 feet 
acroes, and two carriages could have driven 
abreast easily over its top. The sides were 
properly sloped and sodded. The earthquake 
bad wrenched this enormous structure right 
and left. Great cracks, converging nowhere, 
Lut apparently made in caprice, disfigured 
tbe approaches. It was through such cracks 
es these that the water made its way and 
swept the dam out of existence. These fissures 
were not made by the earth sinking, but by 
its being wrenched violently apart. 

Both sides of the fissures were usually level. 
Into one of these giant cracks a pole was low- 
ered without reaching the bottom. A hundred 
feet away from the pond the solid earth was 
wrenched into fissures tbat had no perceptible 
drift of shape or direction. There had been 
no eruption and no extraneous under sand 
was found in the cracks. It was simply as if 
si(me tremendous power had torn the earth 
epart, cutting the cracks clean and definite. 
The largest creck, was, perhaps, two feet 
across and bottomless as far ws appearances 
could seach. 

THE TRAGEDY O€ RAIL, 

Ou the upper left hand tide of the pond a 
trag<dy bad occurred. The first break of the 
levee that encircled the body of water took 
place there. The water rushed across the 
railroad track, carryiog the ties and rails into 
asmaller pond just beyond, Just then the 
night express came thundering along. The 
night was very dark,and ashort curve hid 
even the glistening waters. The engine fol- 
lowed the dislocated track and plunged into 
the emaller pound, The fireman jumped and 
wasthrown with tremendous force into the 
water and instantly drowned, The engineer 
stuck to bis post, and though the engine was 
completely submerged, managed to escape 
with two broken legs, None of the passenger 


were hurt, Almost at the same moment, and in 
precisely at the same hour, the up-bound ex- 
prees plunged into a crevasse a mile below the 
pond and the fireman was killed, the engineer 
and passengers escaping. The volume of water 
carrying the Langley dam before it struck the 
Bath mills dam, a mile below, and swept it 
away like a feather. It will require $100,000 


to repair the damage done by the breaking } 
dams. Your correspondent discovered a small , 


boat across the bed of the pond which was 
secured by a native, who stripped and ewam, 
In this we were transferred and found an 
engine in waiting. 

THE TERROR IN THE COUNTRY. 

The terror that prevails through this section 
is suggested by the following incident: 

The Knights of Labor at the mills 
were holding a meeting last © night 
in a small ene-story building. As light 
shock was felt while they were in: session, 
The stampede was go violent thata knight 
named Williams was trampled on and had his 
arm and leg broken. The excitement is 
greater in the country than in 
the town. There ignorance, gu- 
perstition and exaggerated stories add to tho 
real horrors of the situation. Men, women 
and children 1an through the woods, praying 
and screaming. The country churches have 
been packed since the first shock, and lamen- 
tations and supplications may be heard for 
miles. Atleast two deaths are reported from 
fright, and numbers of people have become 
ineane. A woman drowned herself through 
fear at Bath. The sharp terrors of the cyclone 
do netcompare with the despair that comes 
with the unseen and inexplicable earthquake. 
If another shock should come today or tonight, 
the most serious results may be feared, even 
though the shock itself does no damage. 

THE TRIP TO CHARLESTON, ‘ 

From this point forward every man travels 
on his own responsibility. The remnants of the 
law are posted to the effect that they are dan- 
gerous, though the yawning fissures does that 
abundantly. The engineer notifies us, as he 
pulls out backward, that we are taking our 
own risks. The villages throngh which we 
ron remind us of Sunday. The stores are 
closed, business is suspended and crowds lit- 
erally swarm about the engine inquiring for 
news. They have had no papers, few telegrams. 
no wains and the most curious rumor are 
sfloat. By this time our special enginé 
is crowded with Charlestonians who have beg- 
ged passage under the most urgent reasons. 
The wood tender is covered with them. Several 
are propped on the cowcatcher,a very good 
seut op an engine that is flying backward. 
Among our passengers is Mr. Tabers,the son of 
the famous editor who was killed in a duel by 
McGraw. 

THE EARTHQUAKE CENTER. 

Mr. Tabers lives at Summerville, the ill-fa- 
ted village, twenty-six miles from Charleston, 
which is undoubtedly the earthquake cen- 
ter. He wasinthe shock of Friday night, 
and says it was very much severer than the 
disturbance at Charleston. It has been so 
every time. Mr. Tabers’s theory as to the 
cause of the disturbance at Summerville is 


| thet in the phosphate beds underlyirg™ the 


town, the phospnate rocks are very porous aud 
light and loosely knit. 

At Branchville a curious sight presented it- 
self, The depot grounds were crowded with 
negro men, women an@® children who had 
walked from Summerville, and had camped 
out all night. It was a motley crew. They 
had left their houses during the shock, and 
bad never returned. They were holding the 
liveliest sort of prayer meeting, and eating 
such scraps as they could beg or 
buy. The railroed track was sprinkled 
with them still coming. Old men, barely able 
to totter and little children, in arms A white 
hegirs, from Summerville, almost as great, 
took place yesterday. Three passenger 
coaches and two cabs were packed to suffoca- 
tion, and hundreds were left on the track. 
They left their houses open and did not care 
where they were going. It was simply a pell 
mel! flight. 

THE DESERTED VILLAGE, 

Summerville is ceggginly a deserted village. 
We continued to meet negroes hurrying along 
the track with more uneasy haste than they 
ever ran before their masters’ hounds. We are 
now approaching the fated village. The 
streets are empty except at just the point the 
engine stops. The remarkable phases of 
Summerville’s convulsion are the flowing 
fissures and holes and the twisted 
railroad tracks. The flowing holes 
are simply reund or oblong 
boles, from which streams of sand and water 
run urceasingly. The sand is not at all 
clayey. It is whitish powdered rock, and ap- 
pears to have been freshly ground. Occasion- 
ally it chokes the flow of water, when the 
water pulls forth, clearing the obstruction 
away. The water itself is brackish, tepid 
and has a dietinct taste of sulphur. Where it 
1uns apd sinks into the ground it leaves a 
stain that is more like iron. The water flows 
from many of the long fissures with which 
the streets are seamed, but others are dry. 
The holes and fissures followed the shock, ap- 
pearing at random. They did not, however, 
flow freely until] some hours after the shock 
bad passed. 

ANOTHER RAILROAD WRECK. 

The tracks of the railroad here were twisted 
in the shape of en “S.” The iron bars were 
bent as if they had been heated. They were 
ueually not detached from the ties, bat the 
whole track was zigzagged. Occasionally the 
bars had an upturn. The ends were lifted 
high in theair. The was done apparently in- 
stantly. The night passenger running into 
the misplaced tracks was wrecked, both the 
engineer and fireman being killed. 

A SOUND LIKE THUNDER. 

A Mr. Lawton says of the shock at Sammer- 
ville: 

“When k @oke up, I was covered with 
plaster, and the house was straining and reel- 
ing. After the shock there was a roaring for 
full a haif hour. It wasexactly as if a con- 
tinuous roll of thunder was confined immedi- 
ately underthe eurface of theearth. It was as 
loud as ordinary thunder and without inflec- 
tion. This roaring was not heard in Charles- 
ton. The shock threw lamps out of their 
hanginga, broke almost every piece§ of crock- 
ery in the city, and destroyed every chimney. 
Many houses were levelled, and nearly every 
house disabled.” | 

We have just passed a well-to-do family of 
perbrps fifteen, living under an immense tree. 
They have chairs, beds, tables, books and 
work. Near by is a fire, where the cook has 
evidently prepared dinner, A hundred yards 
further we find a fallen house, A man reports 
an immense hole vomiting sand and water. 

RENEWED SHOCKS REPORTED. 

The villegers from sixty miles ont from 
Charleston report renewed shocks today, the 
heaviest of which appears to have been about :

© persons were killed in the neighbor- 
hoéd by falling houses, Cautions arc issued 
vo the conductor to run very slow, and gangs 
of track hands are busy straightening the 
twisted track that we may pass over it. 

Lebking down a Jong stretch of track, the 
yailstvere frequently out of ‘line several feet. 
A wery intelligent trackman said: 

‘pe earth has contracted. I have been 
gomg over the road all day cutting out pieces 
of ar. I have cut out as much as five feet in 
oné place, I have cut out two feet here. The 
earth contracts, and that bends the rails, so 
we Deve to sherten them.” 

He fuither told-of a stream of water that 
came’ rushing from the midst of a gang of 
workmen and rose several feet in the air. 

. A PITIFUL SCENE, 

At Jedburg we eaw a pitiful scene. Hun- 
drecs of negroes and whites were gathered ia 
theiepot or on the pleiform singing and pray- 
ing, They took no notice of our arrival, but 
their weird, ttrong singing went on. Sach 
terror I never saw on so many faces. The 
women were crying. The children’s features 
were tense with fear. Some had fainted and 
others were prostrated. It was rapidly 
growing dark, and as night gathered the terror 
eecmed to grow. At the word of prayer every 
soul went down in abasement. The prayers 
were intoned so that they were almost songs, 
and, interrupted by shouts and screams, were 
pathetic and exciting beyond descrip- 
tion, The prayers were directed squarely 
agaist the earthquake. Whites and 
blacks joined in. Even the _ travelers 
lifte@their hats and bowed their heads, It 
was@ seene never to be forgotten. Those 
wretched and pitiful people, turned out of 
theif es, huddled under quilts or on the 
baregronnd, in paroxysms of fear, ignorant, 
superstitious and weeping. The women and 
children would esk us questions with tears 
streatRing down their cheeks, and beg us to 
takethem with us, although we were going 
into the seat of danger. It was neatly dark 
when we left. The little ones were crowding 
under the quilts stretched on _ poles. 
There. were no signs of food or 
supper getting. The praying and shoutiag 
had inmieated. When we left, the singing, 
the shouting and the wails of the children fol- 
‘owed us down the track. 

DEINKING EARTHQUAKE WATER. 

At this place your correspondent drank his 
first earthquake water. It came from a fis- 
suse @hich bad thrown up a carload of bluish 
mud, vyery Sticky and cohesive. The

CREEPING ALONG THROUGH THE WoOODs. 

It is now dark! 

The engine that should have had us in 
Charleston at 2 o’clock, is picking its way 
slowly along. Camp fires blaze in the woods. 


habitants flitting about the fires. People in 
the woods remind one of war times. Our en- 
gine has just been thrown sharply to the right 
and then to the left, and a telegraph line- 
man, who was titting on the tender 
thrown to the ground severely injured. On 
stopping we learn that a sharp shock had 
passed. The track is three feet out of gear to 
the right, snd Jeftin an ‘S’ shape. A track 
man rcports a shock half an hour ago, accom. 
panicd with an explosion which opened the 
ground for a space of six feet, and threw a 
stre.m of water fifteen feet high. The engine 
is crawling a'ong, and the outbound passenger 
train bas just ; assed us at a snail’s pace. We 
can feel constant inequalities in the track, 
risirg and sinking and swaying, -As 
we pass by the fissures of 
| flowing water which almost tine the 
track we detect them by the smell of su'phur 
even beiore we ree the water glistening. 
Tiuly, we are inthe midst of earthquakes. 
A feeling of depression and awe has seized 
upon the party of travellers that began the 
trip so gaily, and will not be thrown off. Of 
ten for a hundred feet the engine reels as if 
it were a boat, and 
£0 WE GO INTO CHARLESTON! 

The first sight that struck us on entering 
was a lovg line of cars, crowded to suffocation 
with people who were in forthe night. The 
first sound was religious singing proceeding 
from cach of the cars. The first im- 
pression made on us by Charleston was 
that itwas a disorderly city, the sidewalks 
and streets being piled with brick and debris. 
The second impression was that it wasa 
slightly tipsy city, a house here and there be- 
ing outof plumb,and leaning affectionately 
against itsneighbor, or propped on a stick. 
The third impression was that it wasa camp. 
Citadel Green and every park or breathing 
place was covered with tents, under which 
could be seen people packed like sardines. 

SCENES IN THE CITY. 

The streets were full of people hurrying to 
and fro with baggage and bedclothes, always 
waiking in the middle ofthestreet. At every 
band we met mothers carrying babies, fathers 
cairying beéclothes, and children carrying 
themselves and eecking the tents, the parks or 
the walls. A sinister effect was prodaced 
by the fact that there was not 
a lightin the second story of any building. 
On the first oor it was usually dark. Above 
the first floor invariably so. 

A MORTAL BLOW To THE CITY, 

The final impression, after a two hour’s ride, 
was thata mortal blow had been struck the 
brave old city, and that she was staggering on 
toward a very desperate future, The pi'e of 
debris in front of the brick buildings was 
unbroken, indicating that none had 
escaped. Many immense puildings had 
cfumbled and fallen, such as the store of Wil- 
lism Bird, which is a total wreck. I have 
ta)kcd with many people, and have caught the 
discussion in éGrowds.. Abandoned, the Pavil- 
lion botel is empty. Mr. Brenner, the veteran 
superintendent of the Western Union, who 
bes for forty years been in such scenes, said 
to me"

SLEEPING ON THE GRASS. 

Let us take the case of Mr. O'Driscoll, man- 
ager ofthe Western Union,in this city. He 
has not bad his clothes off since Monday 
night. He has just left for a little rest. Mr. 
Dillon, the model manager of the Savannah 
offce, having relieved him, I asked him where 
he was going. 

“To my wife and children, who are now 
sk eping on the grass in thechurch lot.” 

He added: 

“When we tumbled out of our house 
my wife was in her 
night clothes without even her shoes on, She 
and my cbildren slept thus unprotected on the 
grass. They have slept there ever since. I 
shall go nowand lay down onthe grass by 
their side and sleep.” 

“‘W bere will you sleep tomorrow night?” 

“On the grass.” 

“And where the night after’”’ 

‘ God pleasing, on the grass.” 

‘You bave no plans for the future ?”’ 

“None, except never to take my family 
back into one of these brick houses. The 
walls of my house are very thick, but I have 
barely dared to steal in and get a few blankets. 
The full horrors of this thing will be disclosed 
when we haveastorm. These unsettled walls 
will then come tumbling in, and they shall 
not catch my family.” 

This is the feeling of the people ia 
general. The demand for the government 
tents promised the News and Courier is as 
overwhelming as if they were new houses of 
approved strength. The Charlestonians are 
committed to the grass and tents, and nothing 
but repairsand winter will drive them indoors 


again. 
THE SITUATION TODAY. 

The situation in Charleston has been better 
today than up toward Summerville. Oaly 
one slight shock has been felt. That came 
about 6:50, and created little excitement. A 
puzzling thing here is the casting up of blue 
mud through the fissures in the sand, "The 


thisthe lava-like mud oozes up until it is 
piled in orderly lines from one to two feet 
above the fissure, making a strange contrast 
and effect. There is an undercurrent of dis- 
pair in all that is said or done. The people 
are dazed and fall of uncertainty. No one 
estimates the damage or discusses the 
future. The main question is, “Where is it 
safest to sleep tonight?’ I think the investi- 
gations of two days have deepened the sense 
of damage to the buildings. It is doubtful if 
there is a store or residencein the city that 
its owner feels safe in, omitting any fear of 
fature shocks. There are pallid faeces on all 
sides, the exhaustion and tension of the past 
two days and nights intensifying the pallor 
while it quiets the tumult, 

tee .tm WORN AND WEARY, 

Charleston tonight is a worn and weary city. 
As we drove towards the telegraph office, a 
policeman stopped our carriage. 

“Tbat street is full of beds and people, You 
can’t go down it,” he said. 

At the Charleston hotel, the most massive 
looking hotel in the city, only fourteen rooms 
out of 175 are considered tenable, The Mills 
house is abandoned. 

A TALK W[TH CAPTAIN DAWSON. 

At eleven o'clock tonight I called on Captain 
F. W. Dawson,cd ‘tor of the News and Courier, 
at his residence at 29 Bull street. I found the 
massive iron gate closed and locked, but a vig- 
crous pull at a white knob set a large bell to 
ringing, and almost immediately after Captain 
Dawson sppeared with a lantern in hand, He 
and bis family are encamped inatent upon 
the lawn inthe iear of his residence. I told 
Ceptain Dawson that Tar CoNsTITUTION 
wished to make a few inquiries of him, I said 
to him: 

“What is the general condition of the people 
of Charleston?” 

“They are very much depressed,” he replied, 
“but all hope for the future has not fled from 
them. Great alarm continues, but notas great 
as that which they felt yesterday. As to their 
condition in the matter of supplies, I know of 
none that are in want. Provisions are here in 
abundance. I believe, however, that many 
will before lepg suffer if seme arrangement is 
not made by which their wants may be met.” 

‘-What is the moral effect of the earthquake 
upon the people?” 

“Tl do not know that I can answer that ques- 
tion positively. There is no sort of doubt bat 
thet great demoralization existe. Whether or 
not any great number of people will remove 
from Charleston, I cannot say. It is true that 
many have expressed such a determination. I 
hope, however, when they have regained their 
equinimity the will decide to remain.” 

Following the suggestion contained in my 
last question, “Captain,” I said: “What do 
you think of the outlook for the future?” 

“Well, I place the damagedone to Charles- 
ton by the earthquake at about $4,000,000. That 
isa very great loes—doubtless more than is 
made by the business of Charleston in a single 
sear. I do notthink there is a single brick 
building in the city that bas escaped injury. 
But, notwithstanding all this, the facilities for 
carrying on business are still here. The ware- 
bouees, the manufactories, the stores, and the 
men to mapage them, and the capital to sus- 
tain. them are all here. Charleston is prepared 
to do as large a business as she has ever done. 
I don’t know that she will, but I hope so. 
Generally, I may say that I believe the people 
of Charleston will, in the course of a few 
weeke, recover frcm their alarm and depres 
sion, and turn their faces toward the fature 
with the determination to retain for their city 
the proud position she has hitherto held.” 

While worn out by the excitement of the 
last few days Captain Dawson is in good spir- 
its and ig full of hope for the fature. 

When I called on acting Mayor W. E. Huger 
about midnight at his residence on Meeting 
street, I found him busy attending to official 
doties. He said, in reply to my request for 
information: 

“The people are much more calmer than 
they were yesterday. As faras my informa- 
tion extends, nobody is in want. We have 
not organized relief committees, because they 
bave not been necded. We have had tenders 
of assistance from every section of the coun-

In Orangeburg, the people became so muck 
alarmed that many removed to Columbia, Ae 
the details of the calamity in this city are 
gathered its effects become more and more 
alarming. It is feared, alse, that much dis- 
tress will prevail as by far the larger part of 
those whose property has been wrecked or 
seriously damaged belong to the poorer classes.

A Protest Against Professor Leon’s Perform- 
ing at Indian Springs. 


EpiTors ConsTITUTION: I notice in your 
yesterday’s issue that Professor Leon has con- 
tracted to complete his Tallulah falls programme 
at Indian springs on September 9th. Ido notde- 
sire to be classed among cranks, but haying wit- 
nessed bis performance at Tallulah falls, I decide 
that Ican consistently assume the position that 
efforts should be made to prevent such exhibi- 
tions.

The burglar observ- 
ed _ this and sprang at the 
lady, mace a grab at herarm: Mrs. Dean saw 
the advancing burglar, and giving a loud 
ecream darted away from him, The barglar 
missed his aim, and as Mrs. Dean gave a secon’ 
scream, be darted through the open window. 
Patrolmcn Steerman and Phillips, who were 
near the residence, heard the 
ecreams, and hurried to the ecens. Oue 
of them approached the residence from the 
front while the other came up from the rear. 
The one who approached from the rear saw a 
man slipping away from the residence, and 
called upon him to halt. The man broke into 
a run, and the patrolman fired at him, but the 
ball went wide of the mark, and the man 
escaped.
